~ According to 1972 figures, 90 percent 
of the Republic of Niger’s fgur million 
people ‘are dependent on agriculture 
and livestock for their existence. The 
drought ii@ans these people must now 
turn to nomadic-like wandering in 
search of food. 
-_—Beeause-Maradi-is-one- of the best 
watered and best cultimated sections 
of the republic it has’ become one of 
the ‘major centers for refugees forced 
by the famine to leave their homes 
to live in cornstalk huts. The influx of 
24,000 homeless and starving put the 
final unbearable strain on the al- 
ready hungry people here. 


Now the number of those starving 
to death and dying of malnutrition- 
related disease is estimated by Dr. 
Moore to be about 100 daily, mostly 
babies, pre-school children, expect- 
ant and nursing mothers angy the 
elderly. 4 


“Everytime we go among the corn- 
stalk houses, people came from all 
areas.and ask us to come to their 
: use? and help their children.” said 
missionary Mrs. H. Jerold Palmer Jr. 
“Mothers by the score come with 
their babies. A large majority need 
medical help now, or will need it in a 
few days.

. Mark 13:1 -. 37 

What is the use of studying history 
in school? I am sure this question is 
asked many times in the classrooms 
of our Iand, where a person is. re- 
quired to take history to graduate 
from high school. It is very impor- 
tant to have facts, dates and names 
in one's vocabulary. But it is more 
important that one knows who is be- 
hind history and who controls history. 
+The history of the world is the judg- 
ment of the world, and as a great his- 
tory maker, Cromwell, put it, “What 
are all our histories but God throw- 
ing down and trampling underfoot. 
whatsoever He hath not planted.” 
‘ At the very hour of his greatest 
power and influence, Napoleon,’ 
Bgainst‘'the advice ‘of his‘ wisest ‘doun> 
S#lo¥s, was tenipterto“ivade Ray 
sia,’ ‘Today the pyramids of . French 
cannons” and- cannonballs that one 
sees piled up on the courtyard at the 
Kremlin at. Moscow show..the high 
water mark of Napoleon’s career of 
conquest. From Moscow< to Niemen 
his. legions lay scattered in the snow, 
frozen in the rivers, dead on the fields 
of battle. In a single campaign the 
greatest victories of history were sud- 
denly succeeded by one of the great- 
est of military —in_the_his- 
tory of mankind. To this day*— at 
least: until the Russian Revolution.

The main trust ef Stepheiftil¥efense is 


is*an emphasis on ¢he spiritual na- 
ture of true religion and the umiver- 
sal nature of God's intention through 
Israel.~To emphasize these points, 
Stephen reviewed the history of Is- 
rael to show that God had not limited 
himself to one people or one land or 
one Temple. Stephen also emphasized 
the fact that the Chosen People had 
been. rebellious throughout their _ his- 
tory. Stephen was not attacking the 
law but.showing that the Jews had 
not kept it. He was not attacking the 
Temple but showing that God was 
not restricted to a house made with 
hands. In other words, Stephen was 
laying the groundwork for an empha- 
sis on the spiritual nature and 
redemptive power of the’ religion of 
Christ. His hearers were rebellious 
like their fathers-had been, only more 
so. They were stiff - necked and un- 
cireumcised in heart and ears, always 
resisting the Holy Spirit. Their re- 
bellion against God had come fo its 
climax, not in persecuting the pr o- 
phets, as their fathers had done, but 


rage, They gnashed on him with their 
teeth or ground their. teeth against 
him. Stephen himself was caught up, 
through the quickening and fulness of 
the Holy Spirit, into an ecstatic vision 
of the heavenly scene and the glory of 
God. He declared, “I see the heavens 
opened, and the Son of man standing 
on the-right hand of God.” His hearers™ 
were moved to uncontrollable hate 
and pufpose. Stephen’s indictment 
was more than they could take, his 


evident vision of the living Christ ~ 


‘More than they were willing to en- 
dure. It seems that the Sanhedrin be- 
came a mob. hey cast Stephen 
out of the city and stoned him to 
death. But among the witnesses was 
Saul of Tarsus, guarding the gar- 
ments of those who were hurling the
